The two winners from each 
state and the District of Col- 
umbia are also given all 
expense-paid trips to the national 
Century III Leaders conference in 
Colonial Williamsburg, Va., 
March 18-21, 1988. 

In Williamsburg, the 102 
delegates meet with national 
experts in business, education, 
and government; debate key 
issues of national policy; and 
compete for additional scholar- 
ships, including $10,000 to the 
national winner and $500 to each 
of nine runners-up.
